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STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 

Student  government  in  its  true  sense  is  a  misnomer.  One  may  look  far  and 
wide  but  in  reality  will  find  no  secondary  school  that  can  truly  claim  student 
self-government.  Occasionally  you  will  find  an  article  published  in  some  daily 
paper  or  some  educational  journal  in  which  the  writer  lays  claim  to  a  type  of 
student  government  that  works  perfectly. 

Any  and  all  of  the  progressive  schools  of  today  permit  student  participation 
— some  more,  some  less  than  others — but  back  of  the  scene  there  is  a  guiding 
hand  that  controls  the  movement.  Unless  this  were  done  the  so-called  student 
government  would  fail  utterly.  No  one  denies  the  fact  that  students  of  secondary 
school  age  can  and  should  assume  certain  responsibilities,  and  in  many  re- 
spects will  do  as  well  or  better  than  the  faculty  of  the  school.  But  there  are  times 
and  there  are  policies  that  require  mature  judgment  that  can  only  be  planned 
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and  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  someone  whose  experience  has  been 
broad  and  whose  judgment  gives  it  stability. 

The  Berkeley  High  School  is  operating  on  the  principle  of  democracy  and 
is  endeavoring  to  develop  leadership  among  its  students  to  a  certain  degree. 
In  practically  all  cases  where  students  have  assumed  responsibility  there  have 
been  student  and  faculty  conferences  previously.  These  conferences  have  given 
opportunity  for  clear  understanding  of  the  problem,  after  which  the  students  have 
assumed  the  leadership  and  carried  out  their  responsibility  very  successfully.

BASKETBALL 

Built  around  two  veteran  players,  one  Class  B  player,  and  two  transfers,  the 
1937-38  Yellowjacket  basketball  team,  coached  by  Coach  Eadie,  wound  up  the 
Alameda  County  Athletic  League  season  in  third  place,  behind  the  winning 
Piedmont  team  and  the  runners-up  of  Richmond.  The  Jackets  finished  a  very 
mediocre  season  with  ten  games  won  and  ten  lost. 

Of  great  potential  strength,  the  Berkeley  five  was  an  "in-and-out"  team,  win- 
ning one  week  and  the  next  week  playing  as  if  they  had  never  seen  a  basket- 
ball before. 

Berkeley  defeated  McClymonds,  University,  Mission,  Crockett,  Albany  twice, 
St.  Mary's,  Alameda  twice,  and  Hayward,  but  dropped  games  to  San  Leandro, 
Roosevelt,  Oakland  Tech,  Lowell,  Fremont,  Piedmont  twice,  Richmond  twice,  and 
Hayward. 

The  Jackets'  greatest  disadvantage  was  lack  of  height;  they  were  weak  under 
the  baskets.  The  first  team  numbered  Bill  Johnson  and  Frank  Sinclair,  star  foot- 
baller and  basketball  player,  at  forwards,  and  Fred  Lindsey,  one  of  the  greatest 
athletes  in  Berkeley's  history,  at  center.  The  guard  positions  were  held  by  two 
newcomers,  Gordon  Porter,  all-around  athlete  from  Utah,  and  Lowell  Welch,  a 
transfer  from  Maryland.  Backing  up  this  quintet  were  several  good  substitutes: 
Bob  Olson,  Jim  Graves,  Al  Scott,  Jack  Price,  John  Kenward,  and  George  Thome. 

The  two  outstanding  players  for  the  season  were  Fred  Lindsey  and  Gordon 
Porter.  Lindsey,  who  was  named  center  on  the  All-A.C.A.L.  team,  scored  191 
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points,  top  Berkeley  individual  score  for  the  season  and  fourth  in  the  league. 
His  aggressiveness  and  great  defensive  work  were  equally  valuable  to  the 
team.  Porter,  though  small  for  a  guard,  played  a  fast,  aggressive  game,  and 
was  of  great  importance  to  the  team. 

Berkeley  started  the  A.C.A.L.  season  by  dropping  a  hair-raising  battle  to  the 
Piedmont  Highlanders,  36  to  35.  With  Berkeley  leading  in  the  last  few  minutes 
of  play,  Lindsey  and  Porter  were  ejected  from  the  game  for  personal  fouls,  and 
with  them  went  Berkeley's  chance  for  victory.  McCann  was  high-point  man 
for  Piedmont  with  thirteen  points;  Lindsey  tanked  ten. 

Berkeley  came  back  the  next  week  to  down  a  fighting  Albany  team  33-31. 
Lindsey  was  high-point  man  with  thirteen.  Berkeley  nosed  out  St.  Mary's  51 
to  49,  in  a  non-league  game,  but  lost  her  third  A.C.A.L.  game  to  Richmond, 
38  to  29.  Louie  Draz  led  the  Oilers  by  scoring  sixteen.  Enraged  by  this  loss, 
the  Yellowjackets  hit  their  stride  the  following  week,  downing  a  weak  Alameda 
team,  31  to  20.  Lindsey  scored  his  customary  thirteen. 

Continuing  their  winning  streak,  the  Berkeleyans  beat  the  Hayward  Farmers, 
36  to  26,  but  on  February  8  the  Jackets  were  rudely  licked  by  Piedmont,  47  to  33. 

Being  "in-and-outers",  the  Jackets  the  following  week  bowled  over  Albany, 
32  to  25,  and  then  lost  to  Richmond,  25  to  22. 

In  the  next  to  the  last  game  of  the  season,  Berkeley  barely  nosed  out  a 
gallant  Alameda  team,  39  to  37.  Bill  Johnson's  eighteen  points  won  the  game 
for  Berkeley. 

The  Yellowjackets  closed  their  1937-38  season  by  losing,  in  a  big  upset,  to 
the  Hayward  Farmers,  30  to  25.  Jimmy  Hugg,  Hayward  forward,  won  the  game, 
tanking  eight  points  in  the  last  few  minutes  of  play.

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CLASS  B  BASKETBALL 

Having  one  of  their  most  successful  seasons  in  years,  the  Berkeley  Class  B 
basketball  team  completely  outclassed  all  their  rivals.  For  the  first  time  in  seven 
years  the  Bee  cagers  went  through  the  A.C.A.L.  season  without  defeat,  losing 
only  two  practice  games  in  the  season.  The  nearest  they  came  to  defeat  was 
against  Piedmont  when  the  Highlanders  tied  the  score  in  the  last  minute  of  play 
only  to  have  Johnny  De  Martini  put  the  Yellowjackets  out  in  front  again  by  tank- 
ing a  shot  from  the  side,  ten  seconds  before  the  gun  ended  the  game. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  season  was  the  55-16  triumph  over  Alameda, 
which  set  a  new  scoring  record  for  the  Berkeley  Bees  in  league  play. 

Coach  Parker  had  a  really  powerful  team  in  Johnny  De  Martini  and  Bob 
Dable  at  forwards;  Bill  Tully,  high  scorer,  at  center;  and  Dallas  Noble  and 
Bob  Martin  at  the  guard  spots.  Besides  this  powerful  first  team,  Coach  Parker 
had  the  strongest  reserve  in  the  league,  in  Bill  Lambert,  Bert  Acton,  Rod  Leonard, 
Bill  Fontenrose,  and  others. 

The  most  valuable  player  was  Bill  Tully,  All-A.C.A.L.  center.  Tully  was  the 
finest  all-round  basketball  player  seen  on  the  Berkeley  floor  this  season.  He 
started  as  guard,  was  later  switched  to  center  to  give  him  a  chance  to  use  his 
deadly  shooting  eye.  He  scored  120  points  during  the  season. 

Johnny  DeMartini,  All-A.C.A.L.  forward,  was  also  an  outstanding  player. 
Fast,  clever  on  defense,  and  possessed  of  a  deadly  eye,  he  won  several  games 
for  Berkeley.  He  scored  92  points,  taking  second  honors. 
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BASEBALL 


Berkeley  won  the  A.C.A.L.  title  this  year,  nosing  out  Alameda  by  one  game, 
winning  six  games  and  losing  two.  The  1938  season  saw  Berkeley  with  a  new 
coach,  Mr.  Erickson.  The  A.C.A.L.  season  started  with  Pitcher  Bud  Hansen 
downing  Richmond  7  to  2.  This  was  followed  by  a  4  to  1  victory  over  Albany, 
Hansen  winning  again. 

On  April  19  Berkeley  met  her  old  rival,  Alameda,  the  Jackets  winning  in  the 
tenth  inning  on  Hansen's  long  double.  Fred  Lindsey  put  the  Jackets  into  the 
game  in  the  ninth  with  a  home  run  over  the  left  field  fence.  The  team  took  Hay- 
ward  and  Albany  in  stride,  Maderos  and  Sinclair  pitching. 

Berkeley  received  her  first  setback  from  Alameda  May  5,  in  a  wild  game  with 
fights,  home  runs,  and  stolen  bases.  Final  score:  13  to  10.  The  demoralized 
Jackets  lost  the  next  week  to  Hayward,  5  to  3.  Gene  Bryant  pitched. 

Berkeley  ended  her  season  in  glory,  with  an  8  to  3  victory  over  Richmond, 
Hansen  smashing  out  a  home  run  with  bases  loaded,  in  the  seventh. 

Leading  batter  this  year  was  Bob  Hvidt,  who  batted  over  .500  and  led  the 
league  in  stolen  bases.  Loustalet,  Lindsey,  and  Muratore  followed  closely.  Lind- 
sey led  the  league  in  home  runs,  with  six.

A.C.A.L.  meet,  automatically  becoming  A.C.A.L.  champions.  The  team  was 
composed  not  only  of  many  outstanding  athletes,  but  possessed  also  a  power- 
ful reserve  strength,  which  proved  too  much  for  the  opposition. 

The  1938  dual  meet  season  turned  out  to  be  one  of  the  best  in  Berkeley  High 
track  history,  with  the  Yellowjackets  meeting  with  defeat  only  once.  It  was 
Commerce  High,  San  Francisco  champions,  alone,  who  were  able  to  hold  back 
the  assault  of  the  Red  and  Gold  forces. 

Some  of  the  outstanding  Yellowjacket  trackmen  who  made  a  good  showing 
this  year  were: 

John  Kenward  last  year  won  his  letter  in  track  in  the  discus  throw,  and  this 
year  added  the  pole  vault  and  shot  put  to  his  repertoire,  thus  gaining  many 
valuable  points  for  Berkeley  High  in  all  three  events. 

Jess  Billings  was  elected  captain  of  the  1938  Berkeley  High  track  team,  after 
establishing  himself  as  one  of  the  best  broad  jumpers  in  this  district.

Other  outstanding  Berkeley  track  men  were:  Hal  Sidmcre,  ace  high  and 
low  hurdler;  Mac  Alderette,  determined  half-miler;  Bernard  Peters,  lanky  high- 
jumper;  Carl  Stromberg,  distance  man;  and  the  members  of  Berkeley's  relay 
team,  Bob  O'Neal,  Bill  Kearny,  and  George  Rugg,  all  three  being  valuable 
sprinters  in  their  own  right. 

The  Berkeley  Bees  were  also  A.C.A.L.  champions,  winning  every  event  on 
the  program,  except  the  broad  jump,  in  the  A.C.A.L.  meet.  Outstanding  for  the 
Bees  this  year  were  Bob  Dietrich,  Jack  Kent,  Ben  Chapman,  Fred  Honsinger, 
"Babe"  Gegan,  and  Bob  Hartkop.  Several  of  these  stars  are  returning  next  year, 
and  will  greatly  strengthen  the  "varsity"  team  of  1939. 

Terminating  a  long  and  successful  season,  the  Berkeley  High  trackmen  on 
May  14  walked  away  with  the  North  Coast  track  meet  at  Edwards  Field  in 
Berkeley.  The  Yellowjackets  scored  20  lh  points  while  Richmond,  the  favorite, 
scored  only  12%  to  give  the  Oilers  second  place. 

Although  unable  to  win  a  first  place,  Berkeley  garnered  enough  second  and 
third  place  points  to  win  the  meet. 

The  first  N.C.S.  mark  to  be  broken  was  the  two-year-old  mark  in  the  mile,  set 
by  Scott  of  Tamalpais  at  4:33.6.  Art  Schneider,  slim  Alameda  distance  runner, 
covered  the  four  laps  in  4:33.4  to  break  the  record  and  win  the  event.  Bob  Bower, 
Berkeley  miler,  finished  right  on  Schneider's  heels,  to  equal  the  old  record  at  least. 
Stromberg  of  Berkeley  was  fourth. 

Larry  McLean  of  Santa  Cruz,  a  former  Berkeley  High  student,  stole  the  show 
by  winning  both  hurdle  races.  Sidmore,  Berkeley's  high  hurdler,  finished  fourth 
in  that  event  and  Sheppard  took  a  second  to  McLean  in  the  low  hurdles,  which 
was  also  a  new  record. 

The  rest  of  Berkeley's  points  were  picked  up  by  Kearny,  who  took  second 
in  the  220,  Captain  Jess  Billings,  second  in  the  broad  jump,  Peters  with  a  tie  for 
second  in  the  high  jump  and  Alderette,  fourth  in  the  880-yard  run. 

Salinas  High  School  nosed  out  the  favored  Berkeley  Yellowjackets  in  the 
B  meet,  which  was  run  concurrently  with  the  unlimited  affair,  by  scoring  19V2 
points  to  the  Jackets'  13.

SWIMMING 

With  many  Bee  stars  and  several  returning  veterans,  Coach  Gross  built  up 
a  very  strong  Class  A  swimming  team  for  the  1938  season.  In  fact  the  Berkeley 
Mermen  were  defeated  only  once  by  a  high  school  team. 

The  Yellowjacket  Mermen  paddled  to  victories  over  Alameda,  Galileo, 
Tamalpais,  St.  Ignatius,  Richmond,  St.  Mary's,  and  Lowell.  The  Jackets  lost  to 
the  Athens  Club,  and  the  California  Freshmen  defeated  them  twice. 

Berkeley's  scoring  punch  came  from  such  powerful  point  gatherers  as  Cap- 
tain Charles  Lee,  the  outstanding  Berkeley  merman  and  one  of  the  outstanding 
swimmers  in  the  A.C.A.L.;  Ted  McCarthy  in  the  50-yard  free-style  event;  Charles 
Parker  and  Charles  Healy  in  the  100-yard  backstroke;  Ralph  Ready  in  the  200- 
yard  free  style;  and  John  Foster  and  Al  Hiester  in  the  backstroke.  The  diving 
was  ably  taken  care  of  by  Andy  Gillespie  who  improved  tremendously  as  the 
season  progressed. 

The  Yellowjackets'  chief  rivals  were  the  powerful  Alameda  mermen,  who 
boasted  several  fine  swimmers  in  Von  Berkerfeldt,  Brecker,  and  Weeden. 

The  Class  B  team  was  not  quite  as  strong  as  the  1937  team,  as  "record- 
breaker"  Parker,  backstroke  artist  Foster,  and  others  of  last  year's  squad  were 
put  on  the  Class  A  team.
